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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to Applicant's argument that the SA's 
between an MN and a network element contrast with SA's between network elements, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The MN, once it 
is in the network is an element of that network, therefore, the SA's between an MN and a network element are between two network 
elements. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., a security controller establishing security associations on a dynamically as-needed basis) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Specifically, the claims state the security 
associations are transmitted dynamically on an as-needed basis, not established dynamically on an as-needed basis. In addition, the 
AAA in each network estbalish SA's between eac other (23:57-58). 

With regard to Applicant's argument that pre-configuring SA's is NOT the same as pre-negotiating, Examiner respectfully disgrees. In 
order to estbalish the SA's between the SMG's they must be negotiatied in order to come to a Service Level Agreement. When SA's are 
negotiated this is when the terms of the SA's are defined and thus the SA is configured so it can then be used and distributed. 
Therefore, a pre-configured or pre-defined SA has been actually negotiated in order to be established. 
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
